IPREFACE. 


WT is not unknown toall conſidering and judicious Perſons - 
FEE in this Kingdom, that, upon the happy Diſcovery of the 


Scholars belonging to the Engliſh Seminary at St. Omers, inſtructed no 
doubt, and ſent over to att vizs & mody, for the preſervation of their 
ConduCters and Leaders ) to teſtifie that Dr. 7ztus Oates, one of the prin- 
cipal Witneſſes for his Majeſty, was at St. Omers, at the ſame time when 
he upon his Oath affirms himſelf to have been in Loxdoyr ; other Witneſles 
have been alſo produced, to prove that Mr. Ireland ( lately Executed ) 
was in Staffordſhire, at thoſe days and times when Dr. Oates, Mr. Bedloe, 
and one Sarah Pain, atteſt upon their Oaths, that they ſaw him in Lox- 
don, as by 'the Printed Trials of reland, and Whitebread, Sc. does ap- 
pear ſuch a failure in Circumſtance of time and place, 'is of ſo great con- 
ſequence in this caſe that if made out, it would reader the ſaid Perſons ” 
unworthy, the names of juſt and lawful Witneſſes ; and for that reaſon 
their Adverſaries put ſo much ſtreſs upon it, that ( not contented with the 
determination of the matter, at the Trial and Condemnation of 7reland ) 
they again reſume it at the Trial of Whztebread, Sc. and by their \, 
St. Omers Youths, endeavour to faſten falſehood on Dr. Oates, and by con-' 
ſequence to impeach the credit of his "Teſtimony, and the juſtice of their 
Condemnation. As: to the firſt particular concerning Dr. Oates, his 
Teſtimony is juſtly ſecured, and he himſelf indubitably proved to have 
been in London, at the times by him mentioned and depoſed, by the con- 
current evidence of divers creditable Perſons, given in upon Oath at the 
Trial of Whitebread ; ſo that the Stratagem which his Antagoniſts did 
uſe, to deſtroy or at leaſt depretiate his Teſtimony, hath by a gracious 
emergency of Divine Providence, turned to a ſtrong confirmation there- 
of, and for ever ſet him, as to this point, Rettus in caria, a good and law- 
tul Witneſs, in reference to all the Evidence already given, and which 
hereafter may be given by him in any future Trials. Their deſign failing 
herein, their next attempt was to entrap him and the reſt, in relation to 
Mr. Ireland, whom the Witneſſes they produce, affirm to have been in 
Staffordſhire, and other places out of London, all the Month of Auguſt, 
from the fifth of Auguſt, to the fourteenth of September ; whereas Dr. 
Oates, Mr. Bedloe, and Sarah Pain, depoſe, that they ſaw him in London 
within that time. Ta clear the Truth of this Particular, and to juſtifie 
the Evidence of Dr. Oates, and the _y the Teſtunony of Mr. Jeniſox 
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is a pregnant demonſtration, which I thought truly to deſerve my ut- 


moſt .dilligence to bring to light ; and in order thereunto, communicated 
the ſame to the Right Honourable the Earl of Shaftsbury, and by his 
appointment to Juſtice Warcup ; before whom Mr. Fen:ſoxs Depoſitions, 
and the Atteſtations of the worthy Gentlemen hereatter mentioned, were 
taken ; and in whoſe hands, if not tranſmitted by him to the Clerk of his 
Majeſties Council, the Originals of the enſuing Papers are to be ſeen, and 
whoſe joint endeavours for the o—_ of the Truth in this, as well 
as other particulars relating to the Plot, deſerve an honourable mention. 

The occaſion of what is here publiſht ariſing from ſeveral paſſages in 
the Trials of Ireland, and Whitebread, &c. thoſe pailages are here ex- 
trafted and preſented to the Readers view ; that having the caſe before 
him, he may apply this evidence thereto ; whereby his judgment will 
be clear. |

Sy 9 on his Journey thither from rhe 5:5. of Auguſt 1678 till the 
S&Ne 7th. of September tollowing, and not to have been within that 
: ime 1n Lond, which as Mr. Ozres and others, had upon 
his Tryal affirmed him to be there, abour the 12th. of that Month, and ro be return- 
cd thither again abour rhe beginning of September : whereupon the ſaid Mr. Griffith, P 
rold Mr. Che::vmd , that Sir Michael Warton of Beverly m the County of York 

Knighr, a Worthy Member of the Honourable Houfe of Commons - in the laſt Par- 

lament told him, that fince the execution of Ire/and, Mr. Feniſen ( a Gentleman of 

very good Quality, and a Student in Grays-Inn, who was a Romaniſt till about 7a- 

wuary laſt ) affirmed, that Mr. Ireland was in Lendon about the middle of Auguſt, 

and that he was with him then ar a Scriveners at the Sign of the }/7:te-hart in Ruſſel- 

Street in Covent Garden, which relation he conhirm*d with ſeveral other notable cir- 
- cumſtances. Mr. Cherwind, having heard this, went to Whitehall, and there attend- 

ing on the Right Honourable the Earl of Shaftsbury, Lord Preſident of his Majcſties 
- Privy Council, acquainted his Lordſhip with what Mr. Grifzrh had told him; upon 

which, the ſaid Ear! of Shaftsbury told Mr. Chetwind ,. that it would be very con- 

{1derable,- if it could be made out. Mr. Chettwind thus encouraged by the ſaid Farl, did 

by his order, .make it his buſineſs the next morning, being Tueſday June the 16th. to 

find out Sir Michael Warton, and ccming to the Cofice Houſe in Covent Garden, where 

Sir Michael uſed to be when in Town, Mr. Chetwind met there with Mr. Ralph Mar- 
ſoal Secretary to the Earl of Craven, who upon diſcourſe told Mr Chetwind that Sir 

Michael lived. at-Hampſtead this Summer. Mr. Marſhal, underſtanding ſomething of 

the buſineſs for which Mr. Cherrwind enquired after Sir Michael, ſaid, that Sir Micha- 

2 had often related ro him, and he was ſure he would juſtifhe it, that the faid Mr. 

Zeniſon of Grays-Inm ( who was lately come over to the Proteſtant Religion, a perſon 

of conſiderable quality, and Heir to a good Eſtate, his elder Brother being a pricit, and 

in Newgate} told him, the faid Sir Michael, in the preſence of ſeveral other Gentlemen 

of Quality preſently.afrer theexecution of Ireland the ſeverall following particulars which 

they had hitherto taken no care to diſcover, becauſe they expeCted nor that the evidence 

oven in the Traall againſt him the ſaid Ireland, would after his execution 'come-into Az 
queltion or debate.  \ 

. The Particulars were theſe. 

Thar in the 'month of Auguſt 1678. when His Majeſty was at Windſor, Mr. Fe- 
niſon going to Windſor on Saturday the 17th of Auguſt and returning the 1944, jmumediately 
upon his return that night, he went to give Mr. Ireland (the ſame; perſon who was at- 
terwards executed ) a viſit, and found,him at the Sign of the Hart in Ruſſel-Street in 
' Covent Garden, and after a Salute,, Mr. Ireland asked himſevergl Queſtions, as, What 

vewes from Windjor? bow hs Majeſty ſpent his time? and what recreations hefolowgd? 
© « 6nd whither he walked abroad Fant and how guarded? to whach' Mr. Feniſow anſwered 
that his Majef#te delighted much in. Hawking and Fiſhing, but moſt inthe lartet, which 
his Majeſty followed early in the morning! with ſome few perſons artendinghim'; upon 
which Mr. Ireland replyed, I wond:r his Majeſty « no Con cuartad; "fs were eaſily 
taken off, whereupon Mr. Feniſon ſaid God forbid, or words tothat eftect, which made 
Mr. Ireland {top his diſcourſe. Mr. Marſhal reporting rhis rv Mr. Chetwind in pre- 
ſence of Mr. Aſh and Mr. Spicer, two perſons of unqueſtionable reputation; Mr. 4(b 
. replied, that he was laſt night in company _ Mr. Griff:h, and Mr. Booth, Son 
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to my Lord De la More, where he heard them difcourſe of this very Buſineſs ; Mer; 
Booth ſaying that he heard Mr. Feniſon ſpeak the ſame things, whereupon Mr. Marſhall 
undertook to go that very Day to Hampſtead to Sir Michael Warton, and give Mr. Cher. 
wind an account of it the next Morning. Mr. Aſh and Mr. Spicer allo, before Mr. Cher- 
22ind and they parted, having promiſed to go ro Mr. Booth, met him, who-jultihed, e. 
very ſyllable of -what he had faid, and withall, remembred very well that when Sir 24 
chael arton took ſome particular Notice of it, Mr. Feniſenicemed to belurprited, and 


was ſorry he had uttered thoſe Words, and beganto recall them, as to the time only of ,- 


Ireland's being m Town : But fays Mr. Bowes, ( who was there preſcnt, a Perlon of

time ? &c. Bur, ſayshe, I delire a days ume to coniider, that I may be exuct as tothe 
Day waen they were ſpoken ; tor ſeveral Perions have told me of a great many out*of 
Staffordſaire, who upon the Tryal of the 5 Trauors, Ilhit-8&read, &c. had proved Mr. 
Irel/unl to be in Staffurdjvire trom the 5:5 of Augu/# ro the 7th of Se ftewber; and 
therefore | muſt ſerivully conſider what time it was tiat I taw him in Lender ; upon 
which they appaiarcd to- dine rogether on Saturday following, being the 21 of Fune, 

Fenxijon, Mr. Pcwes, Mr, 
Booth, Mr. Griffth, and Mr. ZAarjball, and there they ſhewed Mr. Fenifen his Letter, 
which he acknowledged to be writ by his own Hand ; and tiurther told them, that upon 
the 15th of Auguſt hecameto London from Tunbridge, that upon the 17th he went to 
Windjor, and upon the 19th he returned ro Lydor again, and either that Night or 
the next Day, he hadthis Diſcourſe wuh Mr. Ireland atthe Sign of the Hart in Ruſſel. 
ſexect in Covent Garden ; turther he related that on the 4th of September following he 
went from London into the North, returning back to Londew mn the enſuing Nowember, 
and ſo preſently after removed to Reading, from whence he writ the torementioned 
Letter of Mr. Bowes. This Conteflion of his Mr. &darſnaitook in Writing at that very 
Time ( whenthey dined together ) all ot rhem being preſent, as alſo a true Copy of 
his Lertcr writ from Reading, both whuch he brought ro Mr. C hetwind the lame Night; 
immediarely upon which Mr. Cherwind and he carried them to my I ord of Shafrsbury, 
his Lordſhip the next Day ( being ihe 224 of Fune) communicating them to my Lord 
Chancellcr and ſeveral others of his Majeſties Privy Council. The tollowing Day (wiz. 
Fune 2.34.) Mr. Chetwind brought Mr. Bowes and Mr. Marſhall with the Original 
Leiter to the Earl of Shaftsbury, before whom Mr. Feni/o» acknowledged the Letter to 
be his own, with the circumſtances thereunto referring concerning Time and Place.
